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Christ Church organist 
files discrimination charge 
against rector and church 


By Don Staruk 

An organist fired from Christ 
Church in December has 
charged the church and the Rev. 
James Diamond with practicing 
discrimination against her 
because she has Dissociative 
Identity Disorder, more com- 
monly known as Multiple Per- 
sonality Disorder. 

Renea Waligora, 28, of Merri- 
mack, N.H., was director of 
music at the Parish of Christ 
Church, 25 Central St., from 1989 
until she was fired by Rev. Dia- 
mond on Dee, 26, 1993. 

According to Betsy Ehren- 
berg, her attorney, Ms. Waligora 
is an accomplished organist and 
music teacher. As director of 
music at the church, she was 
responsible for all of the 
church's musical programs. 

“She consistently received 
accolades from her employer and 
members of the parish on her 
direction and musical abilities,” 
a statement from Ms. Ehrenberg 
said. 

In 1992, Ms. Waligora began to 
experience emotional problems 
related to her realization of 
abuse she suffered as a child, 
according to Ms. Ehrenberg. In 
the fall of 1998, she was diag 
nosed with MPD. Upon learning 
of her diagnosis, Ms. Waligora 
confided in Rev. Diamond, and 
he assured her that her job was 

secure, according to her attor- 
ney. Rev. Diamond fired Ms. 
Waligora on Dec. 26, moments 
after she finished performing a 
wedding ceremony that officially 
ended her holiday season, 
according to Ms. Ehrenberg. 

“He did this despite the fact 
that she engineered several holi- 
day concerts and services that 
were unanimously hailed by the 
congregation as total successes, 
and despite the fact that it was 
the opinion of Ms. Waligora’s 
doctors that her job was a posi- 
tive influence on her mental 
health,” the statement from Ms. 
Ehrenberg said. “Rev. Diamond 
made it clear not only to Ms. 
Waligora, but also to the entire 
congregation, that he was firing 
her due to her MPD.” 

On Dec. 27, Rev. Diamond sent 
a letter to all choir and bell choir 
members announcing Ms. Walig- 
ora’s dismissal and explaining 
the reasons for it. 

“Most of you have been aware 
of Renea’s illness, which became 
more severe this spring and has 
been a continuing problem this 
fall. It has become clear to me 
that her situation is serious and 
long: term dnd compromises her 
ability fo rive rarge her Tresponsi- 


bilities as a 
member of 
the staff. 
After discus- 
sion with the 
wardens and 
vestry and a 
meeting with 
a consulting 
psychiatrist, 
I came to the 
unavoidable 
conclusion 
that I had to 
ask Renea 
for her resig 
nation and, 
if she was unwilling to resign, 
then to terminate her position on 
the staff. Regrettably, the latter 
was necessary,” Rev. Diamond 
wrote. 

Two days later a similar letter 
was sent to all members of the 
congregation. 

Ms. Ehrenberg said there 
were no specific incidents that 
led to the firing. 

Ms. Ehrenberg confirmed that 
Ms. Waligora has discovered she 
has numerous different personal 
ities, that Ms. Waligora did not 
realize she had the disorder until 
she was diagnosed, and that even 
Ms. Waligora’s husband was not 
aware of it. 

On March 10, Ms. Waligora 
filed a complaint with the Mas- 
sachusetts Commission Against 
Discrimination and: the federal 
Equal Employment Opportunity 
Commission alleging she has 
been illegally discriminated 
against on the basis of her dis- 
ability. 

“The Americans with Disabil- 
ities Act is designed to dispel 
myths and stereotypes about the 
disabled,” said Ms. Ehrenberg. 
“Tt would appear that Rev. Dia- 
mond has engaged in the most 
blatant form of handicap dis- 
crimination — he fired Ms. Walig- 
ora based solely on myths and 
misconceptions about MPD, and 
without any consideration of her 
as an individual. We should be 
able to expect more from our reli- 
gious leaders.” 

Ms. Waligora can now pursue 
a complaint through both the fed- 
eral and state agencies, or she 
can request a right-to-sue letter 
from both agencies, then file a 
court case against the church 
and Rev. Diamond. A right-to-sue 
letter would normally not be 
issued for 90 days, according to 
Ms. Ehrenberg. Ms. Ehrenberg 
said she has no idea when some- 
thing might next happen in the 
case. 

Rev. Diamond declined to 
comment on the charges.

Town plans two rabies 
clinics for dogs, cats 


The Andover Animal Hospital will 
hold rabies clinics on Saturday, April 
2, and Saturday, April 9, at West Mid- 
dle School from 8:30 a.m. to noon. The 
law requires all cats, as well as dogs, 
must be vaccinated.The rabies vacci- 
nations will cost $8. Dogs must be 
restrained on a lease or in a carry-all, 
and cats should be brought in a carry- 
all. 

Staff from the town clerk’s office 
will also be available to provide 1994 
dog licenses. Dog license renewals are 
available on April 1 each year. The 
fees for the licenses are: $4 for males 
and spayed females, $6 for females. 

If residents wish to renew the 
licenses at the clinics and their dog’s 
rabies vaccination has not expired, 
bring a current rabies certificate 
showing the date of the rabies vaccina- 
tion. To get a spayed female license for 
newly spayed dogs, residents must 
provide the spaying certificate. 

The 1990 Town Meeting passed an 
amendment to the town bylaw that 
requires a $2 administration fee per 
month for every license renewed after 
May 1. The town clerk’s office encour- 
ages residents to renew during the 
month of April to avoid the fee. 


In response to a story in last week’s 
Townsman (“Resident argues against 
town paving road,” page 6), Robert 
Heitz Jr. of 105 Sunset Rock Road 
wanted to clarify that the problem 
with paving the road in front of his 
house did not begin with a neighbor, 
as stated in the article.

February by approximately eight 
Andover residents asking why the 
fire department was collecting mon- 
ey. Residents told him they were led 
to believe the funds raised for the 
New England Association of Fire

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John Doyle has six articles on Town Meeting warrant 


By Don Staruk 

John Doyle, of 40 Reserva- 
tion Road, a candidate for 
town moderator in the March 
elections, has six articles on 
the warrant for April Town 
Meeting. 

Some of the six will be rec- 
ognized by town meeting regu- 
lars as articles Mr. Doyle has 
brought to past meetings and 
which have been voted down 
by residents. Mr. Doyle had 
seven articles on the warrant 
at the April 1993 Town Meet- 
ing. 

Mr. Doyle would not dis- 
cuss the articles when contact- 
ed recently by the Townsman. 


Selectmen voted last week to 
recommend disapproval of all 
six articles. 

Official warrant 

Article 25, making at least 
its second appearance at town 
meeting, asks voters to require 
selectmen to provide an offi- 
cial copy of the town meeting 
warrant, “such document to be 
devoid of editorial comment, 
recommendations and state- 
ments of approval or disap- 
proval of any kind.” 

The document described 
apparently would be the same 
as what appears in the legal- 
ads sections of the Townsman 
prior to town meeting, as

required by law. That is differ- 
ent from the Finance Commit- 
tee Report, which also includes 
the entire warrant and is 
mailed out to every household 
in Andover prior to town meet- 
ing. 

But the FinCom report, as 
required by a town bylaw, also 
explains warrant articles 
related to town finances. It 
defines terms used in the war- 
rant and the budget, reports on 
various town departments and 
includes other information on 
the town. It also has the posi- 
tions of the Finance Commit- 
tee, Board of Selectmen and 
Planning Board as to whether 


those boards recommend 
approval or disapproval of 
some articles. 

Mr. Doyle’s article would 
require the town to mail out a 
warrant void of that extra 
information. 

Tape meetings 

Articles 47 and 49 are each 
making at least their third 
appearance at town meeting. 
Bach article asks voters to 
appropriate up to $4,000 for 
taping Board of Selectmen and 
Finance Committee meetings 
respectively. The appropria- 
tion would be for one year and 
would require annual reappro- 
priation. 


Minutes of those meetings 
are currently kept by a secre- 
tary, who tapes the meetings, 
then uses the tapes to correct 
the minutes. The minutes of 
meetings for both boards are 
maintained at town offices. 
Most selectmen meetings and 
some FinCom meetings are 
also televised. 

Once the minutes are 
approved by the boards, the 
tapes are re-used. Mr. Doyle’s 
article calls for higher quality 
tapes and for those tapes to be 
kept on file “in perpetuity.”

speaker at town meeting to temporari- 
ly yield the floor so other members of 
the meeting could ask a question or 
make a point, “while retaining the 
floor to respond to such questions and 
points of view.” 

The current practice is that speak- 
ers must be recognized by the modera- 
tor each time they speak. Tom Urbelis, 
town counsel, said in the past and 
again this week that, in his opinion, 
this bylaw would be a violation of state 
law because it would usurp the moder- 


ator’s control of town meeting. Accord- 
ing to state law, only the moderator 
can control proceedings of town meet- 
ing, Mr. Urbelis said. 
Closing discussion 

Article 64 addresses the procedure 
for closure of discussion on articles at 
town meeting, but is a bit ambiguous. 

If approved, closure would require a 
motion from the floor and a two-thirds 
vote. Currently, closure is attained in 
the same manner, or the moderator 
can close discussion, according to Mr. 
Urbelis. 

The ambiguity is in the part of the 
article that says the vote would not be

Making way 

Article 60 asks voters to pass a 
bylaw that would require that no street 
could be laid out in town if it is con 
structed in a right-of-way less than 50 
feet in width. 

Currently, minor roads require at 
least a 40-foot width. Major roads 
already require 50 feet. Minor roads 
are defined as those leading into subdi 
visions with 20 homes or fewer, or 
small cluster developments. Connector 
roads or anything with more than 20 
houses are considered major roads. 

Mr. Doyle’s reason for putting this 
article on the warrant is not clear.

comments regarding both the way the 
announcement of the most recent sui- 
cide was handled and the initial feeling 
of some students that teachers were 
insensitive to potential student reac- 
tion. The entire student body was not 
brought together, and some teachers 
did not inform the students that they 
had the option to take the test at a later 
time if they were too distracted by the 
news to perform satisfactorily, said 
student panel members. 

Ms. Dalton, chairwoman of the 
School Committee, said dealing with 
the suicide is difficult for the teachers 
as well, and their apparent insensitivi- 
ty or inability to discuss the issue with 
students may be a result of that, not a 
sign that they do not care. 

“Sometimes insensitivity does not 
mean the person is not touched by it,” 
she said. “Some people can’t deal with 
it for reasons we don’t know or don’t 
want to know.” 

“We can’t know how individual peo- 
ple are acting in their daily lives,” said 
Mr. Josephson, co-chairman of the 
3ancroft Overcrowding Task Force. 
“But what I would say is verbalizing 
feelings is absolutely critical. Life in 
itself is stressful, but the key is how we 
deal with our own lives.” 

Mr. Josephson, a former counselor 
at McLean Hospital, said he worked 
with individuals with suicidal tenden- 
cies there and is a strong believer in 
open dialog. 

Mr, Willey, chairman of the schools’ 
ad hoc finance committee, said he 
believes there are teachers who are 
insensitive to student needs. However, 
he said students also put stress on 
themselves. 

“Andover is an academic high 
school,” and most graduates go on to 
college, said Mr. Willey. “That's the 
nature of our community and you're 
not going to change that.” 

Mr. Willey suggested a greater use 
of ability grouping could be used to 
help alleviate some of the stress and 
other academically-spawned problems. 

Presently, in mixed-level class- 
rooms, he said, the students who would 
otherwise be in a lower level become 
stressed because they can’t keep up. A 
student who is struggling tends to be 
more likely to “drop out or cause trou- 
ble,” said Mr, Willey. But if the instruc- 
tor teaches more deliberately, then the 
more advanced students become bored, 
he said. 

“T think many of the staff, the teach- 
ers, didn’t really know how to react. If 
they seemed like robots it was because 
they didn’t know how to react,” said 
Ms. Jenkins, a member of the Suicide 
Prevention Task Force. “What’s miss- 
ing is communication and dialog. Par- 
ents are very concerned about self- 
esteem and the lack thereof. We need to 
learn to (accept) who the students are 
and not what they are.” 

Guidance and youth services 

Ms. Jenkins said it is important for 
the community to “acknowledge kids 
are an equal part of Andover.” 

She. is a.strong supporter of peer 


counseling, and a town location for the 
office of Bill Fahey, the youth services 
coordinator. She and Mr. Josephson 
support the existence of a teen center 
outside of the schools. Mr. Willey and 
Ms, Dalton support a teen center in the- 
ory but said they are not yet sure how 
this should be accomplished. 

Mr. Josephson said he will bolster 
the guidance department, if elected, 
and emphasized the importance of hav- 
ing someone with whom teens can talk. 

Ms. Dalton said she wants to involve 
parents more in programs such as 
Choice Not Chance, to “release our 
guidance people to be guidance people. 
I don’t know that they are doing as 
much guidance as I would like.” 

However, Mr. Willey and Ms. Jenk- 
ins questioned the extent to which this 
could be accomplished. Ms. Jenkins 
said the career center is currently run 
entirely by parents. 

Small-group dialog sessions such as 
those that occur at the Parent Advisory 
Council’s Career Day were given a 
stamp of approval by Mr. Willey. 
Building atmosphere 

The students also questioned the 
candidates about the need for a hall 
monitor, who Ms. Anderson said has 
“just added to the prison atmosphere.” 

“We have nothing against him per- 
sonally,” she said. 

The monitor position is covered by 
money from cigarette taxes and the 
monitor is present to ensure that the 
High School remains smoke-free as is 
required under the 1993 Education 
Reform Act, the incumbents said. 

Jach candidate said he or she hoped 
the monitor would be, as Mr. Willey 
put it, “sensitive to the fact that he 
can't be going around like some sort of 
a bouncer, some sort of a prison 
guard.” 

Ms, Dalton and Ms. Jenkins talked 
about some of the difficulties involved 
in firing a teacher. “It takes a lot of 
determination. You have to document 
(complaints) and people get tired of 
fighting the battle,” said Ms, Jenkins. 
Racism, homophobia, intolerance 

The hardest-hitting question of the 
day was directed to Mr. Willey. The 
students asked him to explain his earli- 
er comments that inter-racial tension 
and gay-bashing are not significant 
problems in Andover. Mr. Willey had 
said he did not think these were issues 
around which a curriculum should be 
designed. 

“T think it is a significant problem at 
the High School,” said Ms. Sellers. “I 
see it that in each grade coming up it is 
getting worse.” 

Ms. Qureshi, a member of Project 
Teamwork, a diversity awareness and 
conflict resolution group, said that a 
ninth-grade assembly earlier this 
school year was heavily peppered with 


homophobic remarks. “It just showed. 


so much ignorance on their part,” she 
said. 


Mr. Willey said there are approxi- 
mately 240 blacks in Andover. “Just on 
a numbers basis it should not consti- 
tute much of a problem” in terms of 
gang or racially-motivated fights, he

The three students invited by the 
Townsman to question the School 
Committee candidates are all juniors 
at Andover High School, The news- 
paper put out a series of calls to male 
and female students of different ages 
at the school who are involved in a 
range of activities. Helen Sellers, 
Raheela Qureshi, and Christine 
Anderson were three students who 
agreed to take part in the discussion. 


Ms. Sellers, the daughter of James 
and Helen Sellers, of 40 York St., is a 
member of the Greater Lawrence 
Educational Collaborative. She takes 
part in the triple- and long-jump 
competitions for the varsity track 
team and is a member of a private 
athletic club in town. A former mem- 
ber of PALS, the Phillips Academy- 
Leonard School partnership tutoring 
program, she also recycles as part of 
her community service activities. 


said. This might not be something to 
heavily focus on, given all of the other 
problems at the High School, he said. 

The students said that prejudice was 
not an issue facing only minorities. 

“It’s not the problem with them, it’s 
the problem with the majority,” said 
Ms. Anderson. “I think it’s a big prob- 
lem at the High School.” 

Ms. Dalton said she supports the 
teaching of general tolerance and con- 
flict resolution. 

“T look at the High School as the last 
opportunity, the last four years to pro- 
vide you with certain tools,” she said. 

School administration decisions 
have been “too top down,” she said, 
and called for more involvement of stu- 
dents and parents in the process. 

“There is a certain degree of intoler- 
ance that is unacceptable at the High 
School. We need to find ways to eradi- 
cate that,” said Ms. Jenkins. 

Ms. Jenkins said she agrees with the 
students that there is a definite prob- 
lem with racism and homophobia in 
the schools, and said that the curricu- 
lum needs to be expanded to include 
more courses such as Odyssey and 
Dominant Ideas that teach students 
about other cultures. 

“T think it needs to be spread a little 
further in the curriculum. We have a 
responsibility to prepare our students 
for the real world and the real world is 
very diverse,” she said. 

Ms. Jenkins said this is an issue that 
involves the whole community. 

“Where are these children learning 
the ideas? It goes back to the home,” 
she said. “We are not a nice little white 
community.” 

Mr. Willey also pointed to the influ- 
ence of television and called for greater 
family involvement. 


Mr. Josephson said that in his cur- 
rent occupation as an executive 
recruiter he finds that companies are 
not concerned with the ethnic or other 
make-up of an applicant. 

“They don’t care really. Gender, 
race, it really doesn’t matter. What 
they, want is quality people,” he said. 


Who are the student panelists? 


Ms. Qureshi, the daughter of 
Hamid and Zarina Qureshi, of 8 
Orchard Crossing, is a board mem- 
ber of Project Teamwork and one of 
two Amnesty International leaders 
at the High School. She is secretary- 
treasurer of Junior State, a debating 
club, and is also involved in conflict 
resolution mediation and communi- 
ty service. She is a member of the 
National Honor Society. 

Ms. Anderson, the daughter of 
Robert and Lorraine Anderson, of 23 
Powers Road, is a member of the 
Youth Council. On the board of 
directors of Growing Up Taking a 
Stand, she is involved in peer media- 
tion. She has a part-time job at a 
downtown dentist’s office and is a 
forward on the AHS field hockey 
team. She is a member of the Com- 
mittee for Intergenerational Activi- 
ties, a group that is organizing a 24- 
hour relay challenge that will begin 
June 11. 


Mr. Josephson said his goal is to pro- 
vide each student with the education 
he or she will need to “successfully live 


in society and certainly do their job.” 


Mr. Josephson said he supports the 
teaching of conflict resolution at an 
early age and believes in the impor- 


tance of validating students’ feelings. 


“You never have a right to harm 
anybody,” he said. One doesn’t have to 
love everybody, but “everyone is 


deserving of respect.” 


Ms. Dalton said everyone is worthy 
of tolerance only, not respect. She said 
peer pressure is a way to deal with the 


problem. 


“Tt’s really a question of you kids 
saying we're not going to (deal) with 


your rudeness,” she said. 
Top priority 


Ms. Dalton said her number-one pri- 
ority if re-elected is for the School Com- 
mittee to determine the effects of the 
Education Reform Act, and to find two 
other members who agree with her on 


goals to pursue. 


Mr. Josephson said his campaign “is 
about pointing toward the future. What 
I would really like to ensure for you 
and my children and everyone’s chil- 
dren is that everyone’s education expe- 
rience is relevant to what they are 


going to face later on.” 


Mr. Josephson’s campaign slogan is 


back to basics. 


“My number-one priority will be to 
make the students feel a part of the 
community. We can cram your heads 
full of facts and figures, we can worry 
about the budget, but if we can’t keep 
you happy, healthy and alive,” then we 


have failed, said Ms. Jenkins. 


Mr. Willey said that his first priority 
is the space needs, claiming “unless we 
correct that situation everything else 
will fall apart.” Mr. Willey said the 
worst message the town could send to 
the kids would be to vote against the 
school building project that will add 
400 seats to the High School and 141 
seats to South Elementary, because the 
message would be, “We don’t even care 


about you kids.”

the summary report.” 

Jarlier this school year, school 
department officials questioned 
whether the schools were being 
charged accurately for services provid- 
ed by the town-controlled Municipal 
Maintenance Department. As a result, 
Buzz Stapezynski, town manager, hired 
Frank Paul, the former schools busi- 
ness manager, to conduct a mainte- 
nance cost analysis. Mr. Paul’s report 
showed that the schools were being 
charged approximately 75 percent of 
the Buildings Maintenance and Plumb: 
ing, Heating, Vent, Electrical Divi- 
sions’ budgets, because the schools 


requested approximately 75 percent of 


the work orders for those departments. 


The Townsman requested release of 


the town and schools’ work orders 
from Fiscal Year 1993 and received 
what Mr. Brightney calls “a quick 
report.” This report lists all the work 
order numbers, whether the work 
orders have been completed, the date 
the orders were submitted to the main- 
tenance department, the dates complet- 
ed if applicable, and a brief description 
of each order. 

Mr. Paul stated in his report to Mr. 
Stapezynski dated Dec. 17, 1993: “In ry 
93, 3,820 work orders were processed 
by the Buildings Maintenance and 
PHVE divisions. Of the total, 2,505 — or 
75.4 percent — were for schools, while 
815 — or 24.6 percent — were for town 
buildings.” 

However, the quick report released 


to the Townsman showed a total of 


3,049 orders, 2,307 for the schools and 
742 for the town. 

When originally informed of the dis- 
crepancy, Mr. Brightney said he did 


not know why there were two sets of 


figures. He said the Municipal Mainte- 
nance Department had a quick report 
with a third group of figures, including 
9.991 work orders, 2,236 for the schools 
and 755 for the town. 

After looking into the situation, Mr. 
Brightney informed the Townsman 
Monday, March 21, that the reason for 
the difference between his 2,991 work 
order quick report and the information 
used by Mr. Paul was that Mr. Paul had 
used a different, and inaccurate, 
report. 

Mr. Paul had used a summary 
report, “instead of using all the work 
orders as printed out,” said Mr. Bright- 
ney. 

“What's happening is in some cases 
the computer is identifying the work 
orders twice,” he said. 

This means that the information 
used in the town report counted 329 
work orders twice. 

Mr. Brightney said he did not yet 
have an explanation for the 58 work- 
order difference between the Towns- 
man and the maintenance department 
quick report. He said his department 
would look into that this week. 

In each of the three cases, approxi- 
mately 75 percent of the total work 
orders were for the schools; Mr. Paul’s 
analysis would not have changed dra- 
matically.. Under the old system, each

work order effectively cost $233.75, 
regardless of the actual individual cost. 

However, in an effort to quell school 
demands to provide greater cost 
accountability, the actual cost of each 
order will be used to determine the 
schools’ actual percentage owed for the 
current fiscal year. If the computer 
error had repeated itself this year, then 
town and school accounts could have 
been double-billed. 

Mr. Brightney said he is “very confi 
dent” that his department will provide 
accurate information at the end of FY 
1994, 

“If there is a problem with the accu- 
racy” of the computer program, he 
said, “I’m sure the computer company 
can work it out. 

“As far as the differences from last 
year to this year,” said Mr. Brightney, 
there have been a “considerable 
amount of changes.” 

The summary report for February 
listed the same number of work orders 
as the quick report released to the 
Townsman, and work orders from dif- 
ferent days showed a continually 
increasing number of work orders 
completed, a sign of more timely sub- 
mission of paperwork. 

The February summary report also 
contained more completed orders than 
new orders entered, as the mainte- 
nance department has worked to elimi- 
nate the backlog of work orders pend- 
ing. 

Earlier this year, Mark McQuillan, 
superintendent of schools, had com- 
piled a report showing that only a 
small number of the schools’ December 
work orders had been completed. Mr. 
Brightney and Mr. Stapezynski said 
that most work orders had probably 
been completed, but the paperwork 
hadn't been processed. 

The 3,049 work order report for FY 
1998 released to the Townsman showed 
that 99 of the 742 town work orders, or 
13.8 percent, were still pending. 
Approximately 5.5 percent, 128 of 2,307, 
of the schools’ work orders were await- 
ing completion. 

FY 1993 ended June 30, 1993. 

Mr. Brightney said he knew that 
many of these orders had also been 
completed, and has issued a memoran- 
dum calling for more timely filing of 
paperwork. 

“A Jot of times I would know just by 
what it is and what the school is, that 
it’s completed,” he said. 
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Selectmen vote to support 
$40.5M schools article

The Board of Selectmen Monday 
night voted 4-1 to recommend voters at 
April Town Meeting approve Warrant 
Article 20, the schools’ request for 
$40.5 million worth of school construc- 
tion projects. 

Article 20 asks the town to borrow 
the money to construct space for 400 
more students at Andover High 
School, 141 more seats at South School 
and renovations at both South and 
Sanborn schools. The state would 
reimburse up to 60 percent of the total 
cost, including interest, so the net cost 
to the town, also including interest, 
will probably be more like $27.7 mil- 
lion to be paid over 20 years 

William Downs, selectinen chair 
man, was the lone dissenting vote. Mr. 
Downs had asked the board to delay 
taking a vote on the article until the 
board’s meeting just prior to Town 
Meeting so that members could get 
more information, None of the other 
board members seconded his motion. 

“I thought we'd have some discus: 
sion,” Mr. Downs said. 

They didn't. 

Mr. Downs said Wednesday the 
$40.5 million figure is still subject to 
change, and he wanted to wait for the 
final numbers. The School Committee, 
proponent of the article, is still unsure 
if it will include a $2 million technolo- 


gy component in the warrant article. If 


it does not, the price tag would drop by 
that amount and the impact on taxes 
would change. 

The board also voted to recommend 
approval of Article 21, which asks vot- 
ers to appropriate $1 million to finish 
the architectural plans for the High 
School, South and Sanborn schools 
construction work, even if Article 20 is 
shot down. This would allow the plans 
to be completed so they could be used 
in the future, and all the work and 
money that has gone into the plans so 
far would not have been wasted. 

This article will be necessary to 


continue work on the plans even if 


Article 20 is approved in April, 
because the money for Article 20 can 
not be appropriated until July 1 and 
the architectural plans need to be com- 
pleted by June. If both articles are 
approved, the $1 million would later be 
absorbed into the $40.5 million and be 
eligible for the 60 percent reimburse- 
ment from the state. 

Street acceptances withdrawn 

Selectmen withdrew three street- 
acceptance articles from the warrant, 
voted to recommend approval of four 
others and delayed a decision on an 
eighth. 

Petitions to accept Nollet Drive 
(Article 32), a portion of Windemere 
Drive (34) and Robinswood Way (35) 
were withdrawn because the legal 
paperwork has not been completed. 

Selectmen delayed making a deci- 
sion on laying out 
Cobblestone Lane for the same reason. 
Attorney Phillip Sullivan said a cer- 


tificate of compliance from the Conser- 
vation Commission, the only missing 
document, was requested from the 
ConsCom a year ago. Selectman Larry 
Larsen pushed for the board to give 
Mr. Sullivan until Town Meeting to 
get the certificate. 

The board voted to recommend 
approval and acceptance as public 
ways Doyle Circle, Dairy Lane, 
Pauline Drive and Harper Circle. 
River Rd. bridge may be widened 

Buzz Stapezynski, town manager, 
told selectmen Monday night that the 
state highway department is seriously 
considering the town’s request to 
widen the River Road bridge over 
Interstate 93. 

The state informed the town in Jan 
uary that it was planning to replace 
the decking and center-pier support of 
the bridge because the deck is in dire~ 
need of repair and the substructure 
isn’t up to new state safety specifica 
tions. During a hearing at the end of 
January, selectmen formally request 
ed that the state consider widening the 
bridge while it was ripping the struc 
ture apart for the other work anyway 

Mr. Stapezynski said the state is 
looking into making the bridge five 
lanes wide, which would allow for 
expansion of the intersection to a full 
clover leaf, with four entrance/exit 
ramps instead of the current two. 

In search of youth services office 

Mr. Stapezynski told board mem- 
bers he is actively searching for a per. 
manent space for the town’s new 
youth services coordinator, Bill 
Fahey, who currently is using a space 
in the back of a storage room on the 
third floor of town offices for his office, 

School and town officials have 
approached a number of business own- 
ers in the downtown for space, but 
have been turned down and told, in so 
many words, that having the kids 
around would not be good for busi- 
ness, said Selectman Bill Downs. 

Mr, Stapezynski was scheduled to 
meet Tuesday with Brenda O’Brien,. 
schools health education coordinator, 
and Mr. Fahey to review potential 
locations for the youth services office, 

(After his meeting Tuesday, Mr. 
Stapezynski said sites currently being 
considered for the youth services 
office include space at Olde Andover 
Village on Main Street and in Dundee 
Office Park off Essex Street. Mr. 
Stapezynski asked that any property 
owner who has space that could be 
made available to contact him.) 

Tax classification study 

Selectman Larry Larsen asked for 
an update on the formation of a com- 
mittee to review the tax classification 
process. Mr. Stapezynski said he had 
only a few applications submitted 
from people who expressed an interest 
in serving on the committee. He said 
he is still accepting applications and 
would like to hear from anyone 
interested in participating in the 
study.

There are enough differences 
among those running in Monday’s 
fown Election for voters to make 
their choices. Residents have a 
responsibility to vote. 

Housing Authority candidate 
James Cuticchia favors giving first 
preference for public housing to 
Andover residents, while his oppo- 
nent, Rolande Werner, favors decid- 
ing by the greatest need, not address. 
He focuses on making sure housing 
is taken care of and on seeking more 
housing. She, too, focuses on mainte- 
nance, but also talks about the need 
to house battered women and their 
children. He is a firefighter here; she 
is working in clinical records at a 
nursing home; he is a long-time resi- 
dent: she’s been here five years. 

For School Committee, the issues 
seem more complicated. The five 
candidates are dealing with inclu- 
sion, an expensive building proposal 
and other solutions to crowded 
schools, ability grouping and more. 
The chart on page 39 detailing their 
’tands on those issues is helpful, but 
some answers are not simple yes or 
no responses. All support the school 
building project; all with the excep- 
tion of Susan Jenkins are against 
condom availability in the schools, 
and she only favors it with parental 
permission. Perhaps voters will 
make their decisions based on how 
the candidates filled in the “Other 
issues” box. David Birnbach talks 
computers; Susan Dalton talks teach- 
er performance; Ms. Jenkins, teen 
suicide, the Ed. Reform Act, and 
teacher performance; Bill Josephson 
lists a challenging curriculum; and 
Lloyd Willey talks about fiscal 
accountability. The candidate choic- 
es are difficult; all are dedicated and 
know the issues. 

The contested race for town mod- 
erator is clearer. James Doherty is 
the proven choice. It is too bad the 
incumbent selectmen, James Baren- 
boim and Larry Larsen, are running 
unopposed. Contests produce com- 
munity good health. Also unopposed 
are Joseph Gleason for the technical 
school board, and the five trustees of 
the Punchard Free School. 

Still, it is important that residents 
vote. Exercise that right, and privi- 
lege.

adding model behaviors that have 
been found to be important in conduct- 
ing a good interview.

Original art loaned 

The Memorial Hall Library collec- 
tion of original art on loan from the 
artists may. be viewed throughout the 
library. A book listing the entire collec- 
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multi-million dollar project with no 
means to pay for it other than an over- 
ride of Proposition 2 1/2, An override 
of 2 1/2 of course means an increase in 
taxes. Many voters will not make up 
their minds until the cost factors are 
heard from the floor of Town Meeting 
and even then they will wonder if they 
voted the right way. 

To make it easier on the tax payer, I 
believe Andover needs innovative 
ways to pay for future building pro- 
jects. A town-financed endowment 
fund would certainly be an innovative 
alternative even though it is not a new 
idea, almost all of our colleges and uni- 
versities have them. 

Figures reported on Dec. 20, 1993, by 
the New England Board of Higher Edu- 
cation shows the amounts of these 
endowments. The highest, Harvard 
University at $5.1 billion, the lowest, 
Holy Cross at $120 million. As of Feb. 9, 
1994 Merrimack College will strive to 
triple their endowment fund by the 
year 2000. Even Essex Agriculture, 
recently having to sell all its cows, has 
started an endowment fund with an 
aim of $5 million. 

I would like to see a committee of 
five to nine persons appointed to inves- 
tigate the prospect of such an endow- 
ment. Maybe then can the “real needs” 
of building programs be addressed. 

The endowment fund would not be 
connected in any way with the 
Andover Fund for Education Inc., 
which was founded by Fred Fitzgerald 
and is a private fund, It is possible the 
two funds would one day enhance each 
other. As Mr, Fitzgerald stated, “We 
will not do this today, tomorrow, or 
even the day after, but we will do it.” 

Our last revaluation, in some cases, 
gave the taxpayers the largest increase 
in memory and we should think of that 
when we try to decide future spending. 
Tough economic times are here now 
and no matter what anyone says or 
thinks, things are not going to be the 
way they used to be. 

As each generation grows up we see 
our mistakes or our successes. 


Changes are needed for the sake of 
future generations. It is time Andover 
changes its thinking on how to pay for 
future building projects.

Dunn Gymnasium 
is inadequate

Members of the Andover Edu- 
cation Association have voted 
unanimously to support the 
School Building Project. If this 
project is approved by Town 
Meeting and by ballot in a gener- 
al election, it will provide $40.5 
million in construction revenue 
through a debt-exemption over- 
ride. 

Two million dollars of this is 
slated for technological improve- 
ments in areas such as fiber- 
optic calling, networking, inte 
gration systems, software and 
training. The remainder will be 
used to expand and upgrade facil 
ities at South, Sanborn and the 
Migh School. This expansion is 
essential, given that Andover 
schools are bulging beyond 
capacity. Let me cite a few real- 
life examples: 

- Elementary music classes 
are often held in hallways. Ele- 
mentary art classes have become 
known as “art on a cart,” as 
teachers must wheel materials 
between classes. 

« At the High School, art teach- 
ers are forced to place two differ- 
ent classes in the same room, 
which leads to overcrowding and 
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interferes with instruction. 

- Science laboratory work at 
the High School often requires 
students to share lab sites. Labo- 
ratory stations seat up to 22 stu- 
dents, but several classes exceed 
this number. 

* Cramped conditions in cafe- 
terias, libraries, classrooms and 
hallways make access and move- 
ment difficult. 

+ Demographic projections call 
for the High School population to 
increase by over 400 by the year 
2000. West and Bancroft elemen- 
tary schools are presently at 
maximum enrollment. 

The good news is that 60 per- 
cent of project costs (excluding 
those for technology upgrades) 
will be reimbursed by the state 
School Facilities Service Bureau. 
The cost to Andover residents 
will be $18 million spread out 
over 20 years. This will equal 
about $140 in increased taxes for 
the average household — an excel- 
lent investment when one con- 
siders the benefits: modernizing 
our science, technology and 
media facilities to help our stu- 
dents (and hence our town) pre- 
pare for the knowledge-based 
economy of the 21st century. 

If the School Building Project 
is not passed, the tbwn will still 
have to incur approximately $12 
million worth of,structural reno-

Board split, 3-2, 
on $1M River Road 
sewer extension 


By Don Staruk 

The Board of Selectmen Monday night 
voted 3-2 to recommend approval of Article 
65, a private article that asks residents to 
appropriate $1 million to extend the town 
sewer system out River Road, from North 
Street to the Lawrence line. The sewer exten- 
sion will benefit 15 residents, who will pay a 
total of $150,000 of the cost through better- 
ments. The town will pick up the other 
$850,000. 

Residents of the area asked the town for 
the extension now because River Road is 
being dug up for widening by the state, and 
they figured that if they didn’t get the sewer 
in now, they would certainly not get it once 
the road is resurfaced. 


Selectmen were concerned that the town 
was paying too much of the cost, but Bob 
McQuade, Public Works director, said that 
this extension is part of the town’s master 
plan and that if it is ever to be completed, 
this is the time to do it. 

Donald Ketzler, 32 River Road, said area 
residents have contributed a lot to the town 
with all the industrial development in West 
Andover, and that now something should be 
given back. 

Mr. McQuade agreed with the contention 
of several area residents that the water table 
is high and the sewers in that area are going 
to have problems soon anyway. The reason 
for the high cost is that the line has to be 
connected to the trunk sewer line that runs 
along the Merrimack River through 
Lawrence to the Greater Lawrence Sanitary 
District facility in North Andover. It can’t be 
tied into the sewer line at North Street 
because it would be going uphill and the 
pumping station required for that would be 
even more expensive. 

“It’s an awful lot of money to push into 
one fund,” said Selectman Jim Barenboim. 
He and Selectman Larry Larsen voted 
against the recommended approval. 

Dr. Larsen said he had to have a better 
reason for doing it now than the road being 
dug up. Selectman Gerald Silverman said 
after the vote that, if it had to be done, this 
was the time to do it. 

Article 24 

In other business, the board held a deci- 
sion on Article 24, which asks voters to 
appropriate $175,000 for special education 
placements. This figure may be reduced to 
$36,000 and board members will wait until 
just prior to Town Meeting to take a position 
in hopes of getting a more accurate figure. 

They also held a decision on Article 31, 
the proposal for a teachers early retirement 
program, for more information.

1993, according to David Reilly, town 
treasurer. 

But selectmen withdrew the article 
from the warrant on March 14 at Ms. 
Tomzak’s request. The article had been 
submitted to the town by the treasurer, 
Mr. Reilly. 

Ms. Tomzak said Tuesday she asked 
that the article be withdrawn after she 
was approached by Susan Stott, presi- 
dent of Andover Community Trust and 
former Planning Board chairwoman. 

“They offered to pay all the taxes” in 
exchange for the land, Ms. Tomzak 
said 

She said she was told the trust 

would pay the taxes if the Tomzaks 
would give the land to the trust. Ms. 
<Stott and a lawyer who accompanied 
her to the Tomzaks for the signing of 
the papers, but whose name she 
couldn’t remember, told Ms. Tomzak 
that they would get in touch with 
selectmen and have the article with- 
drawn, she said. Ms. Tomzak said the 
trust now owns the land, “as far as I 
know.” 

“They came over here with an attor- 
ney and I signed the papers,” Ms. 
Tomzak said. 

Ms. Tomzak said she and her hus- 
band tried to build on the land “many 
times,” but they couldn’t get a building 
permit because it did not have suffi- 
cient frontage. Although it is in one- 
acre zoning, the land was grandfa- 
thered for the size of the lot, she said. 
She said the land was valued at nearly 
$100,000 at one time, and she was pay-

ing $800 or $900 a year in taxes on it. 
She decided a few years ago that she 
was never going to build on it and 
couldn't sell it, and to forfeit it to the 
town. 

Ms. Tomzak said she understood 
that the trust planned to combine the 
lot with other town land adjacent to it 
and build affordable single-family 
homes. 

“1 don’t mind giving something 
away if it’s for something good,” Ms. 
Tomzak said. 

Ms. Tomzak said Ms. Stott wrote her 
a nice letter about her giving the prop- 
erty to the trust. 

Town Treasurer Reilly said he 
would rather receive the $2,200 for the 
town than the piece of land, and Ms. 
Stott told him the trust would pay the 
taxes on it. 

“It’s too small to build on from what 
| understand,” Mr. Reilly said. “They 
tried to sell it,” he said of the Tomzaks. 

He said the Tomzaks owned the 
vacant lot for 50 years and paid taxes 
on it for 47 of those years. The land was 
valued at $54,700 in 1993. After the 
recent property revaluation, it is val- 
ued at $11,800 this year, 

Mr. Reilly said it costs the town 
lawyers’ fees and takes up to two years 
to take a piece of land for unpaid taxes. 


The Tomzaks were willing to give the 


land to the town rather than make the 
town fight for it. Either way, the town 
would have ended up with the land and 
no taxes. This way the town gets the 
taxes paid and is not responsible for 
upkeep of the property.

Ms. Tomzak said she 
understood that the trust 
planned to combine the 
lot with other town land 
adjacent to it and build 
affordable single-family 
homes. 


But the taxes remained unpaid this 
week, Mr. Reilly said he is now waiting 
to see what the trust will do. 

Ms. Tomzak said Ms. Carbone called 
her, asking questions about the drop in 
the land's value. Monday night Ms. 
Carbone suggested that Laura Hill, 
town planner and clerk for the trust, 
and Ms. Stott have a conflict of interest 
because of their work for the town. She 
insinuated that they had “early knowl- 
edge” of the land having a tax lien on it 
and used this knowledge to obtain the 
land for the trust. 

Andover Community Trust is apply 
ing to the Zoning Board of Appeals for 
a variance that would allow a house to 
be built on the lot. A hearing is sched- 
uled for Thursday, April 7, and asks for 
4 variance for construction of a 
dwelling on a lot that “lacks lot size, 
frontage and setback requirements.” 

Ms. Stott is handling the land acqui- 
sition for the trust and was out of town 
this week, according to Ms. Hill. Ms. 
Hill said she is not directly involved in 
this transaction, and that she tried to

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get more information on the exact sta- 
tus of the lot since she was asked about 
it last week, but that the other two offi- 
cers of the trust, Bob Lloyd, vice presi- 
dent, and Julie Morris, treasurer, don’t 
know any more about it than Ms. Hill 
does herself. 

The trust received non-profit status 
in February 1992. It currently does not 
own any property. The goal of the trust 
is to buy land and build houses that 
would be sold at affordable prices to 
qualified applicants. The trust would 
remain owner of the land, and limits 
would be placed on the owners as to the 
improvements that could be made. The 
home owner could sell the house, but 
the margin of profit would be limited 
by the trust, to make sure the house 
remains affordable. The trust would 
also have the first option to buy the 
home in perpetuity. 

Selectman Larry Larsen said he 
would like to have the Board of 
Appeals delay hearing the petition on 
the variance until all the questions 
raised Monday night could be 
answered. Tom Urbelis, town counsel, 
said the Board of Appeals’ agenda is 
controlled by the land owner, and that 
there are deadlines they must meet by 
law. 

Selectmen asked Town Manager 
Buzz Stapezynski and Mr. Urbelis to 
look into the details of the transaction 
and report back to selectmen. Mr. 
Stapezynski did not indicate when that 
might be, but Mr, Urbelis said he 
would begin looking into it yesterday, 
Wednesday.
